cals Corporation agreed on a new 
contract . 
It assured continued production 
of the vital atomic bomb element — 
uranium 235— in the plant here. 


Two thousand atomic plant 'em- 
ployes had threatened to strike to- 
day If their wage demands were 
not met.

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Censorship As To 
Military Talk Is 
Relaxed In Part 


WASHINGTON, 
June 


The defense establishment hence- 
forth will censor the statements 
of army, navy and air officers 
only to preserve military secrets. 


It has decided that the officers 


and secretaries of each of the 
three services should determine 
whether statements, news confer- 
ence comments or articles are In 
lii.j with "policy and propriety." 


A new, brief order signed by 


Secretary of Defense Johnson pro- 
vides that the joint review branch 
of the national military establish- 
ment (NMT) shall limit Its con- 
sideration "to deletion of matter 
which is claslfled for security rea- 
sons." There Is no reference to 
the "policy and propriety" grounds 
for review contained In a previous 
but now rescinded order. 


Thus the question of what Is 
proper for an individual officer 
to say about such matters as the 
air force's B-36 bomber or the 
navy's ideas about carrier-based 
big homers will be: 
First, up to the officer. 
Second, up to the civilian sec- 
retary of his department or his 
military superiors. If the officer's 
decision doesn't coincide with those 
of his superiors In the department, 
he can be disciplined under reg- 
ulations of the departments. 
But the defense secretary's of-

Rent Decontrol 
Measure Sent To 
Governor Jester 


AUSTIN, Tex., 
June 
9—(/P>— 
The house today concurred in sen- 
ate amendments to the bill abolish- 
ing rent controls In Texas. 
The action sends the bill to Gov- 
ernor Beauford H. Jester's desk 
for his signature or veto. 
The vote was 88 to 84 to accept 


aenaite changes. 
Tho bill needed 
100 house votes to make it imme- 
diately,, effective If signed. 
. 
As finally approved, the measure 


would not go Into effect until 90 
lays after the close of the session, 
plus 15 days under federal law. 


Both house and senate recessed 
until Monday morning. 


House action on the rent decon- 
trol 
bill came the. day after 
the 


measure survived a six-hour fili- 
buster in the senate. 
The senate today approved a pro- 


posed constitutional change to al- 
low trial of lunacy cases without 
a jury. 


The house also must agree 
to 
senate changes in the 
proposed 
lunacy trial constitutional amend- 
ment before it can be submitted to 
tho voters. Under the constitution 
now lunacy cases must be tried by 
a lury. The change would permit 
a waiver of such trial by jury. 


The house passed finally 48 local 
and uncontested bills Including 21 
that go to the governor. 


One of these would make it up- 


lawful for spectators or officials 
as sports events to throw pop bot- 
tles or rocks at each other or at 
the players. It goes to the gover- 
nor. Another would make It ill- 
egal to operate a motor boat while 
under the influence of liquor. This 
bill must return to the senate. 


Senator Jimmy Phillips of An- 
gleton said he 
would 
filibuster 
again against the rent decontrol 
bill if the house asks for a confer- 
ence 
committee to work out a 
compromise on senate amendments 
to the measure originally adopted 
In the house. 


One of the senate amendments 
empowered cities to 
re-establish 
rent control with the governor's 
approval If they find It necessary 
to cope with a housing shortage.

Health Officials 
Find Consolation 
In Data On Polio 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
9—W)— 


More cases of poliomyelitis have 
been rep 'ted In the U. S. 
this 
year than last, whoi there .vas a 
serious outbreak, but health offi- 
cials say the situation Is not alarm- 
ing. 


There have been 1,757 cases re- 
ported compared with 1,226 on the 
corresponding date in 1848. 
But U. S. public health officials 


say a more accurate method of 
measuring the intensity of 
out- 
breaks Is to count only the cases 
that occur after the disease reach- 
es its early spring low point. 
This occurs each year In March. 
Since that point was reached this 
year 834 cases have been reported. 
44 fewer than were reported in the 
corresponding 
riod of 1948. 


More cases of polio were report- 


ed in 1948 than in any year since 
1916. The year's total was J7.888. 
In 1916 there were approximately 
30,000 cases. 


Officials said California and Tex- 
as have reported the greatest num- 
bers of cases. But last week the 
California cases declined from 18 
to 15 and the Texas cases from 72 
to 37. 


Some Producers Of Coal Agree With 
Lewis That Shutdown Is Desirable 


WASHINGTON, June 
9—(IF)— 


The 450,000 members of the United 
Mine Workers start a week-lond 
strike Monday to underscore John 
L. Lewis' lecture in economics to 
the nation's coal Industry. 


Lewis told the Industry yesterday 


It has overproduced badly and tho 
shutdown will help eat Into 
the 
huge, 52-day supply of coal already 
mined. 
"This period of Inaction," he said 
"will emphasize a lack of general 
stability in the industry ana the 
dangers which will acruo 
there- 


from if current harmful practices 
are not remedied." And he added: 
"The mlneworkers ate required 


again to protect affirmatively the 
human and property values Inher- 
ent In the coal mining Industry." 
Lewis said the strike will be a 


good thing all around. Some mine 
owners agreed. An Industry source 
at Pittsburgh said: 
"Many 
coal producers will be 
glad to see a shutdown. It 
has 


been all outgo and little Income re- 
cently because of supply backlogs." 


But there were dissenting opin- 
ions. 
President 
J. Atlee Schafer of 


the American Retail Coal Associa- 
tion, said "Lewis is violating terms 
of the present contract by calling 
out miners prior to the expiration 
date." 


As for the miners, their reaction 
was summed up by one UMW mem- 
ber who said: "J«hn L. has 
al- 
ways been right for us 
before, 
hasn't he?" 


The strike comes on the eve of 
crucial negotiations for a new con- 
tract. By reducing the 68,000,000 


tons of stocked coal above, the 
ground, the walkout will bolster 
Lewis' bargaining position. It al- 
so will make more effective 
any- 
new "no contract, no work" strike 
ho might call In July, The present 
Industry agreement expires June 
30. 


Negotiations for a new coal con- 
tract have been listless and, to date, 
fruitless.

To keep It fram 
happening, an aerial task

dan, Wyo., loaded with hopper pol- 


The target of the 30-plane arma- 


da will be a 1,500,000-acre stretch 
In Wyoming and Montana which 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture calls the worst grasshopper 
nesting ground in the country. 


The job will take about 30 days. 


The goal will be to wipe out a big, 
hungry, growing army of migra- 
tory 'hoppers. If left alone, this 
army soon could become as form- 
idable as the 
one that gobbled 


$250,000,000 worth of crops in the 
northern plains states a decade ago. 


Grasshopper plagues occur about 


every ten years. 


"The 'hoppers have ben growing 


in numbers the last three years.' 
says Jim R. Dutton, chief of tho 
USDA grasshopper control 
divis- 


ion. "If wo didn't do something 
right now, next year 
would bo 


tough, 


"But we are going to do plenty. 


We don't Intend to 
even allow 


grasshoppers to reach plague pro- 
portions again. 
The USDA doesn't know why the 


sparsely-vegetated area 
to 
be 


"homed" with poison happens to be 
such a notorious breeding ground. 


But the worst armies of 'hop- 
pers that ever attacked the grain 
belt 
came 
from there—the big, 


tough babies who have been re- 
sposible for some of the worst agri- 
cultural catastrophes In history. 


When they hatch out the 'hop- 
pers eat up everything In the im- 
mediate neighborhood. Then, their 
wings develop, they take off In 
swarms for croplands where the 
pickings are 
better. 
In plague 


years, these little Wyoming and 
Montana monsters have devastat- 
ed crops from the Canadian border 
to Texas,

Many Sided Succor For Peace* 
Supreme Point In History Reached In Crucifix- 


ion—Light Thrown On Ways Of God To 
Man—Jesus Accepts The Cup Of Humilia- 
tion—Shame Overcome In Victory 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS and EARL L. DOUGLASS 


The crucifixion of Jesus stands 
as the supreme point In all human 
history. 
The attendant facts of 
the event are clear, full and at- 
tested, but the event Itself remains 
a mystery after 2,000 years of clos- 
est study by the keenest mlndaof 
the ages. Yet that mystery has 
mastered civilization, and 
today 
millions of crosses symbolize the 
victory of the Victim. 


Although we may never be able- 


fully- to explain the meaning of the 
mystery nf the death of Christ v/a 
may learn much from It regarding 
the ways of God to man. 


The cross Itself with its four 
points, in a measure Illuminates 
and symbolizes the meaning of the 
crucifixion—one end planted deep 
in the soil of erring nature's 
needs, its top pointing hjavenward 
to the mercy of a fogrivlng Fath- 
er, its arms stretched out to em- 
brace all mankind within the com- 
pass of Divine love. 
The cross 


risen before mankind, setting forth 
the great culminating mystery of 
the Christian faith, the head cor- 
nerstone of the temple ot Chris- 
tianity—"the lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world." 
Under Roman rule tha stated 


manner of capital punishment for 
all who were not Roman was cru- 
cifl.don. Death by crucifixion was 
confined almost 
exclusively 
to 
slaves, forefeners or criminals of 
the lowest class. The form of the 
punishment was so degrading that 
to suffer It was regarded by the 
Romans as incompatible with the 
dignity of any Roman citizen. 


Crucifixion was one of the most 
tormenting of all forms of death. 
To make the punishment still more 
painful the crucifying of the of- 
fender was preceded by scouring 
with a lash spiked with 
meta'.. 
This torture was inflicted on Jo- 


Osus after His condemnation by 
Pontius Pilatn. 


Jesus Taken Outside the Gate. 
When Jesus and the guard at- 
rived at the place of execution call- 
ed Golgothn, outside the city, He 
was stripped of his clothing by 
the soldiers, who immediately cast 
lots for Hio garments as their 
lawful booty. 


• 
In order to mitigate the cruel 


suffering of the Roman punish- 
ment, there was a humane custom 
in Judea of drugging the victim 
with a stupefying drug. This drink, 
was offered to Jesus but He re- 
fused it. Undoubtedly He desir- 
ed to face death with His mind 
unclouded. It was only thus that 
He could truly fulfill His Father's 
will. 
Unterrified Ho drank 
the 
cup that was set before Him, 
Cowardice was not in His nature. 
• In recent years there has been n 
great deal of controversy 
about 
who was to blame for the death of 
Jesus. Pilate certainly cannot es- 
cape deep responsibility and guilt. 
"I find no fault in Him," he had 
said. Yet because he was more of 
a politician than a man, this Ro- 
man governor flung Jesus to the 
; waiting wolves of wickedness. 


While the Gospels explicitly and 
repeatedly put the responsibility 
for the death of Jesus upon the 
Jews, that fact cannot exonerate 
Pilate, whose official decision was 
necessary to 
Inflict the death 
sentence. 
\ Lesson for Public Men. 
This climax of injustice should 
startle every judge and every pub- 
lic officeholder Into heart-search- 
ing concern lest he should sit in 
Pilate's sent, or follow In the train 
of that cowardly, truckling, self- 
serving politician. As for the ec- 
clesiastics Involved, they revealed 
how far out of line men engaged 
in the teaching and preaching of 
religion can get from what they 
preach and teach. Calvary has a 
special message for all churchmen 
in hlfrh places. No class of Chris- 
tians have greater need to keen 
close to the cross and Its lessons 
than those who bear religious of- 
fice. 
Death on the cross was usually 
a long drawn out affair, but for 
Jesus, weakened as He was by His 
sufferings spiritual'and physical, 
the pain was mercifully over in a 
few hours. 
One of the soldiers, 
either out of sheer brutality, or to 
make sure of Jesus' death, thruct

a spear Into His side. This was an 
evil act which no one loves to 
contemplate. 


However, a little later wo see 
humanity in a different light. We 
observe Joseph ot Arimathea sup- 
porting the body of Jesus as It is 
taken down from the cross. It was 
in the tomb of Joseph that the 
body of Jesus was laid. By a sure 
instinct many artists in the old 
days depicted the risen Lord with 
His banner of victory above the 
figures laying Him away in His 
tomb. The men who slew Jesus 
thought they had buried Him for- 
ever, but He. like His truth; rose 
again triumphantly. 


The Heavenly Father's Mercy. 
We can never fully comprehen 1 
Calvary or plumb the depths of 
the full meaning and Import of 
the Atonement. 
We only know 
that in a manner 
beyond our 
grasp, God's mercy met man's sin 
in the person of the 
sacrificing 
Saviour, who thereby became tho 
Redeemer of the world. The a%v- 
fulncss of mortal sin, which re- 
quired such a price is matched by 
the Illimitable mercy of the Fath- 
er in Heaven. The Saviour's own 
words give the best explanation, 
"For God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth on Him 
should not perish but have ever- 
lasting 
life.'1

AUSTIN, June 8.—(Spl.)—More 
state aid for Navarro 
coounty 


schools is assured under the Gil- 
mer-Aikin program as approved by 
the legislature, State Rep. George 
Nokes of Corsicana declared to- 
day. 


The Corsicana legislator, who 
helped guide the Gllmer-Alkin leg- 
islation through to final passage, 
estimated that the county's schools 
would get at least an extra $215,- 
000 under the new program abovo 
what they arn now getting from 
the state. 


At the same time, the county as 
a whole can meet its local fi- 
nancing requirements under the 
new program without any increase 
In taxes, Nokes predicted.

If the wheat agreement 


should turn out to be some 
thing which could lead the 
United States into subsidiz- 
ing the wheat market of the

From 
a domestic point of view it 
does not make sense to ac- 
cumulate large stocks of un- 
used wheat while subsidiz- 
ing the domestic wheat mar- 
ket.

But after a while the excite- 
ment died down; Vanport 
was forgotten. Now it seems 
that, as Congress strains to 
put through something re- 
sembling a budget and get 
out of Washington by the 
end of July, visionary plans 
for controlling rivers will be 
forgotten, too.

rivers look so sturdy, bask- 
ing in the sunlight. The rich 
land looks so firm and se- 
cure.

umph in Roumania.
